Transitional Conference for Women Returning to Education - 


Sponsored by the Seaside and Astoria Branches of the 
American Association of University Women and 
Clatsop Community College 


Fifty-three people were in attendance at this conference held Saturday, - 
September 6th 2003. The conference was spotlighted in the Daily Astorian ' b 
many times and phone calls were sent out. All the participants received a é ; \ 
bag full of brochures, pamphlets, pencils, pens, key chains, coupons, and IG 
a bag of taffy. These items were donated from 100 local business’ owned ~ sd. 

or managed by women. The program included speakers from the College Admissions 


Office, Financial Aid, Career Planning, Lives In Transition, Plus Program, Distance 
Learning, and many more. 


Among the highlighted speakers was a woman who shared her story. She told of 
troubled times with a husband whose violence was expressed everyday by beatings 
and other physical abuse. She had a son to protect, and in her own words, “leaving 
was hard, but accomplished.” During custody battles, her ex-husband shot and killed 
her son and then himself. Grief is a hard teacher. Marrying three years later, this 
woman gained two step-sons and another unhealthy relationship which ended with a 


huge debt racked up in her name and a deeply depressed soul. Now was the time to 
heal. 


She took three years to heal. As this woman said, “...there is a time to not be pro- 
ductive.” This was her time. Three years! If we would take that time to truly grieve 
mourn, and heal what a different world we would have. It does not always take 
three years to heal something, but when the grief has been neglected for years on 
end, then it will take years to heal. She says “Depression is normal. It is our bodies 
response to suffering, which we all experience. It is a response to fear given into, 
sorrow not grieved. There is a natural to treat depression and that is to experience 
it, to weather it, to live through a winter of discomfort, to shut down. To sleep, to 
cry, to be alone, to address the dark side of one's own soul, to go through it.” 


This women went back to college while in her second marriage and kept 

going off and on throughout the years. She graduated with honors at the 

; Ni “| age of forty-five. It was hard, but accomplished. Now this woman says she 
is truly happy and has found her dream home, job, and a healthy relation- 


’\ ship. When she spoke, she projected peace and tranquility. Some points 
that she had to share are on the next page.

The rep- 
resentatives of the Seaside and Astoria branches of A.A.U.W. said they have 
had a wonderful response from the local community and that the conference 


will be back next year. It is a wonderful, safe, and friendly environment for 
women to learn about educational options.
